CARLSON was born in 1906, at Seattle, Washington. 

He was educated in public schools in San Bernardino, 
California. He received a Bachelor of Science in Physics 
from the California Institute of Technology in 1930, he 
received a Law Degree from New York Law School at New 
York City, New York, and was admitted to the New York State 
Bar in 1933. CARLSON was employed by< the Bell Telephone 
Company in New York City as a Research Engineer and Assistant 
Patent Attorney from 1930 to 1933. 
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CARLSON Invented an electrophotographic method 
which is now known as Xerography in 1938. He had it 
patented 11/25/40, paterib number 2 , 221 , 776 . 

Since 1948, CARLSON has been a consultant with 
the Xerox Corporation, irhich has developed and marketed 
machines using his invention. 

CARLSON is a member of the American Physical 
Society and the American Association for the Advancement 
of Science. He is the autnor of various papers and numerous 
patents on electrophotography and Xerography. CARLSON was 
named Inventor of the Year in April 1965 by the Oeorge 
Washington University Patent, Trademark, and Copyright 
Institute. He received an honorary Doctor of Engineering 
at Rensselaer Polytechnic Institute on 6/12/64. He received the 
Longstreth Metal of the Franklin Institute in Philadelphia 
on 6/21/63. He received the Centennial Metal from Columbia 
University on 4/28/64, and a citation from the Rochester Patent 
Law Association on 5/5/65. CARLSON received the award of 
the Society of Photographic Scientists and Engineers at 
Boston in May 1962 . 

Subject's credit record at Rochester is excellent. 
There is no record for him at the Rochester, New York Police 
Department or the Monroe County, New York Sheriff's Office.
